Chinese laborers now 
want £2.50 per day, when we got them 
a few years ago for half that, All over 
China they know what good wages 
we get here and would come if they 
could afford it.”

ELECTION NOTICE. ~ 


TO THE ELECTORS OF 
THE CITY OF EOMONTON. 

Judging from the general attitude ot 
the citizens it has appeared to me that 
the election of the Mayor is occupying 
their entire attention, but believinw, as 
I do, that the Couneil should be of con- 
siderable assistance in the transaction 

of the City’s business, I have decided 
to be a candidate for Alderman, and 
take this means of announcing the gen- 
eral principles which I am prepared to 
support. They are as follows: 

Ist.Municipal ownership of all our 
utilities in so far as it is possible to fin- 
ance them, The principle is sound and 
progressive, and though there are diffi- 
culties and discouragements in the way 
yet we will win out both financially and 
in prestige if we stand by it.  Muni- 
cipal utilities should be conserved for 
the benefit of the citizens at large. 

2nd.—The improvement of our vxecu- 
tive whether appointed by the Council 
as at present, or elected, as a great 
many citizens think they should be, It 
is undeniable that there has been a large 
expenditure of public money without ade- 
quate compensation in municipal im- 
provements. This mismanagement has 
been more in evidence in our street and 
sidewalk construction and repairing than 
elsewhere; and this department should 
be thoroughly reorganized. 

Srd.—As regards finances it is my opin- 
ion that until the present financial strin- 
gency is relieved, we should not under- 
take any new expenditures that can pos- 
sibly be delayed. I stand for the com- 
pletion of the works already in hand, 
more particularly those that will earn 
a revenue for, or contribute to the health 
of the city, and so relieve the burden of 
taxation. As soon, however, as the 
money market resumes its normal con- 
dition the city should then adopt such 
a policy of expansion and progress as is 
consistent with sound business economy. 

4th.— I stand for the reasonable encour- 
agement of industrial enterprises. I am 
decidedly of the opinion that Edmonton 
is bound to become a large industrial 
centre, but to accomplish that end it 1s 
necessary that all citizens should work 
together and allow no sectional interests 
to interfere with her progress. My opinion 
is that success in building up a city de- 
pends more on the laborer, artizan, and 
struggling business man,-and manufac- 
turer, than on the capitalist, but, if 
elected, I shall endeavor to act fairly 
towards every citizen whether he be rich 
or poor, 

From ‘principal T am opposed to the 
practice of a candidate personally can- 
vassing for votes for his own election, or 
of litering up the entrance to the poll- 
ing booths with papers soliciting same; 
and shall not do so. 

1 therefore take this means of solivit- 
ing your votes and influence at the com- 
ing election, believing that, if. elected, 
Il can serve your interests, and assist in 
the upbuilding of our city.

Enfranchisement of Tenants, 

Albert J. Healey, corresponding se, 
retary of the Trades and Labor eoun- 
cil, wrote as follows in redorenes t. 
the movement iookiing toward the cn- 
franchisement of tenants ;~ 

The Trades and Labor council of 
this city at their last neetinz tock 
up the mater of the tenis’ iranchise 
and went thoroughly into the ques- 
tion and instrueted me +o wre you 
in the following manner.— 

“That the Ldmontea Trades and 
Labor council, after thoroughly dic- 
cussing the tenants’ franchise question 
from all sides and at great length, is 
of the unanimous opinion that tenants 
should have the right to vote on all 
Civic questions, 

“Provided they had resided in the 
city a reasonable period of time to 


$416,000 

To place the city in a sound fin- 
ancial position the commissioners 
stated that it will be necessary to is- 
sue debentures for $850,000 before the 
close of the year, if possible, and re- 
alize on them at the earliest possible 
date. In the meantime to meet lia- 
bilities now due or becoming due be- 
fore the end of the year it will be 
necessary to effect a temporary loan 
of $206,000, overtures for which have 
already been made to the Imperial 
bank, who will not consider the 
question until a definite statement of 
our financial situation is presented 
and they are informed of the purposes 
for which the money is required, That 
the commissoners might be in a posi- 
tion to meet this requirement their 
report was submitted to the council 
for approval, 

The mayor explained the difficul- 
ties which have confronted the city 
officials in financing this year. In 
order to discharge a portion of the 
city’s indebtedness it was necessary to 
grab every dollar in sight. As a 
result the $100,000 voted for the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, and for which the de- 
bentures were sold, had been utilized 
together with other sums secured from 
other sources. Now it was necessary 
to replace this money, and the way 
out of the woods was the path mark- 
ed by the commissioners.

“We are paying officials,” he said, 
“who are supposed to be efficient, and 
{ do not think we should legislate 
over the head of any of our officials. 
To my mind there is a good deal of 
selfishness on Mr, Potter's part. He 
failed to rent his stable to the man 
whose earning powers he now wants 
to nullify.” 

Ald, Picard seconded the motion, 
stating that the report of the medical 
health officer had absolutely nothing 
to do with ‘the extension of the limits 
in which livery and feed stables might 
be established. He considered it a 
matter which should be allowed to 
stand as it Was. 

At this juncture Mr. Potter asked 
if he might be heara, 

“Briefly,’’ said Ald, Smith in con- 
senting to the request. 

Mr. Potter then explained his posi- 
tion, reiterating the statement to the 
effect that the medical health officer 
in his report in reference to Carter's, 
Powell's and Potter, & McDougall’s 
stables was false in“ko far as it eon- 
cerned the last named stable. 

An acrimonious discussion ensued in 
which Mr. Potter and Ald, Manuel 
were the participants, the alderman 
accusing Mr. Potter of showing evid- 
ences of spleen in nis attempt to have 
the stables adjacent to his own put 
out of business. 

The history of this case has been 
several months in the making. Two 
men, Powell and Carter, recently 
built stables on either side of the 
Potter ©& MeDougall’s stables on 
Queen's avenue. Under a bylaw pas- 
sed subsequent to the erection of the 
Potter & McDougall stables and prio: 
to the construction of the other two, 
stables are proscrined in this dis- 
trict. Mr, Potter, appealed to the 
council to insist upon the operation 
of the bylay, advancing a number of 
reasons for ¥this action. The council 
was not convinced of the justice of 
his claim and decided to amend the 
bylaw in question in order to admit 
of the maintenance of the two new 
stables in this district, This bylaw 
will be brought down at a subsequent 
meeting. In connection with the dis- 
cussions of the question, and to se- 
cure information in reference to a 
claim made by Mr, Potter that the 
two rival stables were a menace to 
the health of the district, the medical 
health officer was ordered to inves- 
tigate, and his report, which embrac- 
ed an inspection of all three stables, 
was not favorable to the Potter & 
McDougall stables. The report, Mr. 
Potter now claims, was false. He was 
advised by the council to make a 
specific charge against the medical 
health officer and his complaint would 
then be investigated, 

Government Grant for Bridge. 

The special committee composed of 
Ald. Picard, Manson and Manuel ap- 
pointed to interview the Alberta gov- 
ernment in reference to securing a 
grant from the provinee for the traf- 
fie portion of the C. P. R.’s high level 
bridge over the Saskatchewan river 
between Edmonton and Strathcona, 
reported that after having interviewed 
members of the government, were led 
to believe the government would make 
a grant of $100,000 for this purpose. 
The report further stated that Dr. 
McIntyre, M.P., for Strathcona, had 
been interviewed, and had stated he 
would use his influence to secure a 
grant from the Dominion government 
also. The report recommended that 
the Hon, Frank Oliver, member in the 
House of Commons for Edmonton, be 
asked to assist Dr, McIntyre in his 
efforts to secure a Dominion grant. 

This report was laid on the table un- 
til Thursday evening, when the agree- 
ment with the C. P. R, in reference 
to the bridge will be considered, 

Mr, Dawson Was in Error. 

In reporting in reference to the op- 
eration of power tor the incline rail- 
way on First street, about which the 
solicitor for the company made so 
pronounced a noise at the last meet- 
ing of the council, claiming that in 
the agreement between the company 
and the city, the former was compel- 
led to use only electric power supplied 
by the city, and that the city was not 
now in a position to provide the re-
